Under the Constitution it was the distinct intention of its framers 
that every state should be represented in rie: lower: houseof “cone 
gress in exact proportion to its population. In accordance with that 
provision, at the first election the ratio was fixed at one represen- 


tative in congress for every 30,000 citizens. 
This ratio has been revised upward at each successive census 
till in 1910 it reached the proportion of one in each 211,877. Since j 
that date there has been.no alteration in the number of represen- 
tatives and no redistribution. Consequently with the remarkable 
shifting of population in the last fourteen years, what was intended 
to be a proportionate representation of the whole country has be 
come a very disproportionate one.

In the refusal of the house of representatives to redistribute 
seats according to the last census figures the Pacific coast states, as 
the leaders in progress, devclopment and population, have suffered 
a grave injustice. Two grave that injustice has become can easily | 
be seen by a perusal of the’latest figures on population and represen- 
tation . 

In the present, congress California has eleven representatives. 
Alabama’ with not much more than half the population, has ten. 


disfranchised negro) has twelve representatives to California’s eleven. 
Missouri, with a smaller population .than California, has sixteen. 
Massachusetts, leading California by a nose in the census stakes for 
1924, has also sixteen representatives. 
Virginia, whose population is more than 1,000,000 short of the 
California figure, has only one representative less than our own state. 
New Jersey has two more members than we have to represent 
400,000 fewer people. 
Washington also suffers from the same disproportionate re- 
presentation. Washington has a population of | 397,000 and five 
representatives. Nebraska, with 1,301,000, has six. Florida, with 
only two-thirds the people of Washington’ has four: Maryland, with 
1,457 000, as six representatives. _ 
Oregon shows the same under- “representation. She has a larger 
population than Maine and smaller representation in the house. 
According to the carefully compiled €stimates for the year

(By Universal Service) 
BERLIN, Nov. 18—The trade negro- 
tiations between the Allies and Ger- 
many beginning here and in Paris--. 
preliminaries to the drafting of trade 


treaties—represent in a sense the 
approach to the big struggle for 
world markets. 

In the matter of these treaties, 
yermany feels herself to be the 
sought-after, not the suitor. The 
“concessions” the Aillies want wil) 


only be obtained after a severe strug- 
gle and extra high fee. 


The era cf dictation, as the forth- 
coming negotiations will prove, has 
for good or for ill ended definitely. 
Germany’s vastly improved interna- 
tional situation explains the alooft- 
ness, ‘hauteur and independence 
which have lately marked her for- 
eign policy. 


New Spirit of Confidence 

The transformation little short ot 
astonishing, which has come over the 
country’s internal situation during 
the past few weeks—-since the Lon- 
don Conference ended—certainly just- 
ities the revived spirit of confidence 
and assurance which all observers 
now remark here. 

A long dormant giant is 
ing. 

Retrospection over a closed era re- 
veals quite clearly that currency in- 
flaticn alone caused Germany’s post- 
war ills; defeat, except indirectly, 
had nothing to do with ‘them. Stabili- 
zation, on the other hand, has ef- 
fected the complete cure. 

This recovery doubtless 
have occurred earlier had not the 
currency stabilization in its first 
stages been associated with the idea 
of tentativeness in the public mind. 
The Reichstag endorsement of the 
Dawes report, remcving finally all 
possiblity of new inflation, rendered 
possible a return to ‘pre-war normal- 
ity.

That return has been effected with 
l.vhtening-like speed. The days ot 
the underfed, ill-paid, ill-clothed Ger- 
nan havé definitely passed. 

The income of the average German 
as a result of the currency stabiliza- 
tion has increased ten-fold. Ivery- 
one is ten times better off tthan a 
year ago. Germans are getting fat 
again, sure sign, as they admit 
themselves of a ecmplacent mind and 
a full purse. 

The vast middle class hhas popped 
up once more, and assumed its old 
vital role in the country’s economy. 
Nothing, indeed, has been more as- 
tonishing than the cork-like_ resil- 
ience of Germany’s middle class. 

Inflation and the resulant exprop- 
riation were believed to have killed 
it. Politicians and newspapers de- 
plored tts” «passing, composed its 
epitaph, shed tears over its tomb- 
stone, and now, in the general Ger- 
nam resurrection, it emerges fresh 
vigorous, alert, and if not yet pros- 
perous, having all the elements which 
make for an early prosperity. 

The profiteer, on the other hand, is 
in eclipse. This recoil in Germany 
after years of downward plunging is 
at once puzzling and dramatic. At 
the vital moment of veering there has 
been no sort of hesitant manoeuver- 
ing in the wind, no indecision in 
captain or.crew. The mists merely 
lift, and a country which@according 
to all the prophets ‘was definitely 
doomed is found heading on a smooth 
sea for the port of an orderly pros- 
perity.

The resurgence of Germany of 
course vitally affects the internation- 
al equilibrium. Germany, whether we 
like it or not ,is back again as a 
great European Power. 


Work and Discipline 

As her, statesmen, from the placid 
calm of the Wilhelmstrasse, survey 
Europe they doubtless preceive two 
factors making for their country’s 
strength—her own inherent qualities 
of discipline, hard work, frugality, or- 
der, and the weakness of her oppo- 
nents, their lack of unity, their un- 
willingness to resort to ‘‘sanctions.” 


These are certainly glad, sunny 
days for Germany. The national 
character—another aspect of the big 
German miracle—has emerged round 
and complete from the nightmare of 
the past five years. The observer 


here now realizes that the events of | 


those years represented a phase not 


a growth, an episode not a develop-| 


meng. 


The old virtues have re-appeared. 
People rise early, work hard 
prefer concerts to revues, serious 
vooks to light fiction. Money squan- 
dering and all-night dancing are un- 
mcdish. There is a serious purpose 
abroad which Germans themselves in 
their re-asserting egotism contrast 
with what they call the “Byzantin- 
ism” of the British public. 


Contrast With Britain 

There is less of the strident Jingo- 
ism which in recent years offended 
s0 many friendly observers in Ger- 
many. Professors, students, ex-of- 
ficers, the vast middle class, are 
perhaps less shrilly nationalist be- 
cause they now preceive the path to 
renewed national greatness to be free 
from obstacle. 


The character of the German work- 
er perhaps best explains the general- 
ly prevailing optimism. 

Now, as before the war, the char- 
acter of the German worker, like 
wrought iron, is malleable and duc- 
tile, with something, moreover, of 
the eventual hardness of that metal. 
Discipline, sobriety, submissiveness, 
servility—if one prefers the word— 
remain his outstanding qualities. His 
very malleability in the hands of the 
employer is partly due to the know- 
ledge that the State still protects 
him from exploitation, partly to the 
realization that without discipline 
the capitalist system .is unworkalle. 

The German worker’ continues 
academically Socialist, but in the 
meantime he is ready to co-operate 
with the capitalist in extracting the 
utmost out of capitalism—in other 
words, he is ready to make it a suc- 
cess,

LONDON, Nev. 18.—It is 43 years 
since I first made the acquaintance 
of Saad Pasha Zaghlul. We met in 
the big reception room of Arabi 
Pasha's house by the late Mr. Mo- 
berly Bell. Arabi, in 1881, was almost 
at the zenith of his power. He do- 
minated the Egypt that kicked 
against the Dual Control just as 
Saad Zaghlul dominates Egypt to- 
day, and, ‘like him, was adopted by 
all classes of his countryment. 

There is, indeed, more than a little 
similarity of character traceable be- 
tween the two men, though intellecu- 
ally Zaghlul towers head and shoul- 
ders above the leader of the ’82 re- 
bellion. But Arabi played down to 


the mob as Zaghlul has never done, 
making the most, in a fanatical age, 
of his intimate knowledge of the Ko- 
ran, from which he would — recite 
whole chapters during the daily re- 
ceptions, which kept his house 
thronged with his eager admirers. 

Conspicuous in that salon, and near 
to the dais on which sat Arabi in 
state, was generally to be found 
Zaghlul ,then a building lawyer, who 
had but recently broken through his 
fellah chrysalis. 

The Typieal Fellah 


The was still in appearance the 
typical fellah of the better class, 
tall, gaunt, broad shouldered, with 


highcheek bones prominent in a pale 
clear face, with fierce deep-set eyes 
with the far-away look which goes so 
often with fanaticism, and a rare 
smile that lit up his otherwise rather 
sombre features. 

Zaghul at that time was compara- 
tively unknown, though he was soon 
to beccme conspicuous; but obscure 
he never was, or, indeed, could have 
been. 

At the time of our first meeting 
the Pasha knew hardly any French, 
and our talk was perforce in Arabic, 


which Moberly Bell spoke well, and 
I then, indifferently. Since that time 
the Pasha has become a_ proficient 


French scholar. He spent some time 
in France with that object just as re- 
cently he set himself during his in- 


ternment at Gibraltar to acquire a 
knowledge of English. 

Saad Zaghlul's brilliant gifts of 
brain, coupled with the recognized 


high-mindedness of his aims, attract- 
ed in the early ’nineties the interest 
of Princess Nazli Hannouni. This 
clever, charming and beautiful lady, 
whom it was my privilege to meet in 
Constantinople (in the early ’eight- 
ies) was the niece of the Khedive 
Ismail and the widow of Halil Sherif 
Pasha, for many years Turkish Ain- 
bassador in Paris. 
A Cairo Salon 

A brilliantly clever woman who 
spoke English as we do, Princess 
Nazli had a salon in Cario, where 
met the “thinkers” of all races whom 
she honored with her friendship. It 
was in this salon that Egypt's Pre- 
mier first met the talented and char- 
ming lady whom he married in 1896. 
Already Mlle. Fahmi, daughter of 
Mustapha Pash (five times Premier 
of Egypt), was known as a brilliant 
politician and ardent Nationalist. 

Zaghlul Pasha’s health has suf- 
fered gravely since his last visit to 
London. His arrest in December, 
1921; his two months in Aden, five 
and a half months at Mahe in the 
Seychelles, and his seven months’ in- 


ternment in Gibraltar (when, how- 
ever, he had the comfort of his 
wife’s society), gave a heavy shock 
to a system never physically robust.

then added after ‘O. K.’ the facsimile 
of the depositor’s signature. This | 
acted as an identification indorsement, 
so when he presenjed the check at the 
bank it was readily cashec 

The Weak Spot 

“The weak spot in Harkins’ scheme 
is the {dentification indorsement. If 
the teller, before eashing any check 
bearing this alleged indorsement, tele- 
phoned to the depositor and checked 
up on its issuance, the scheme would 
have short shrift.” 

Banks throughout the country have 
been: put on guard against Harkins 
and his plan and it fs believed he can- 
bot operate long without again falling 
into the net. The scheme that was 
pronounced unbeatable was devised 
by a forger known as F. Mayer and 
centered around the certified check 
fraud, Mr. Lewis. says, continuing: 

“F. Mayer would open ~ accounts 
with four or five banks in a sizeable 
city. The largest account ran around 
$5,000. By kiting checks back and 
forth between the several banks he 
would establish his identity with the 
tellers-and become known a8 & man 
accustomed to deal in large figures. 

“After conducting these prelimina 
ries for a few weeks, Mayer would go 
to the bank where he had his largest | 
acceunt and ask that a certified check 
be. issued to him for substantially all 
of the money remaining to his credit. 
From the genuine check he would 
make four or five duplicates. 

“In turn, Mayer would visit the 
other banks, where he had established 
smal] accounts. Inasmuch as he had 
cashed checks for some time, Mayer 
generally had little trouble in getting 
the banks to honor the certified 
checks. If a teller took the precaution 
of calling the issuing bank on the 
telephone to inquire if it had made 
out such a certified check, he would 
gain confirmation. 

The Forger Caught 

“But even the ‘perfect’ forgery 
scheme cannot be worked with im- 
punity. Mayer succeeded in defraud- 
ing Kansas City banks out of $27,000 
and made his escape. A few months 
later he was walking down the streets. 
of Los Angeles when a teller who had 
honored one of the bogus checks in 
the middle western city recognized 
him. Mayer took to his heels with 
the former teller in hot pursuit, and | 
the criminal! fost.” 

The losses stestained through for 
geries by banks may be mainly at- 
tributed to the failure of the tellers 
to observe the rules against cashing 
checks for strangers or allowing de 
positors to draw on uncollected items. 

“A relentless, sustained hunt is con-. 
ducted to apprehend the forgers. The 
new twists, the variations in the 
methods, the latest ruses used are 
followed by the detectives.€ The 
modes of operation are broadcast 
throughout the country,” the article 
declares. “The American Bankers' 
Association alone, through its Pro- 
tective. Division, spends more than 
$100,000 a year to check Sapredatigas: 
against banks.”
